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Close Egg Laying Contest 


Exsex County Training School, Law- 
rence, Mass., wins the Fifth Egg Laying 
Contest at the Essex County Agricul- 
tural School at Hathorne, Mass. 

A pen of Khode Island Red hens, -in 
a contest of thirty-four pens, won at 
Hathorne which closed Friday, October 
29th, in one of the closest and most 
interesting finishes ever known in a 
race of this kind, by a total egg pro- 
duction of 1796. The Training School 
pen of Reds No. 31, led the contest the 


first eight weeks when they met. with a} 


severe set-back by sickness and dropped 
to tenth place. . Applecrest) White 
Rocks then leading by 205 eggs: 

Early in the spring of 1920 they began 
to climb and by heavy consistent laying 
passed all pens by September excepting 
the Applecrest White Rocks, pen No. 
14, from Hampton Falls, N. H. This 
pen of Rocks at the beginning of the 
last week of the contest still held a lead 


| of three eggs. 


The Reds did not overcome this mar- 
gin until Thursday when they led by 
two eggs. At noon Friday, the last day, 
Applecrest was leading by one egg but 
in the afternoon the Reds came back and 
won atthe close of a twelve months’ 
contest by one egg. 

This pen of Rhode Island Red hens 
showed a marked superiority over all 
other pens as they made the highest 
weekly record of sixty-two eggs and the 
highest monthly record of 224 eggs which 
was made during the entire contest. 
They also won four blue cribbons for 


hishest monthly production, twice as| 


many as any other pen. 

These hens were bred, hatchedgand 
raised at the Training School from 4he 
regular stock and in the same manner'as 
the hens kept for home egg production. 
Theysdid not have the free range advo- 
cated by many. 


Serum that Saved Life Made from 
Sheep’s Blood 

The serum that saved the life of Lena 
Delbane, after the other six members of 
her family had died from eating poi- 
sonous olives in New York, was made in 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture from the blood of a sheep that 
had been immunized against bacillus 
botulinus poisoning. The serum was 
rushed to New York by the Bureau of 
Animal Industry on request from the 
United States Public Health Service. 
Three members of the Delbane family 
were. alive when the request was made, 
but one of these died before the serum 
reached New York and another was so 
nearly dead that treatment was unavail- 
ing. The little girl was the only one with 
sufficient vitality left to make possible a 
test of the efficacy of the serum. 

The Department of Agriculture hap- 
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cause of the fact that the bacillus botul- 
inus is suspected of causing what is 
known as forage poisoning of horses. In 
investigating that sub ect, the scientists 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry made 
extensive experiments with serums. It 
was discovered that there are two strains 
of the bacillus botulinus. They look 
alike and the poisons they create pro-

Revised Census Shows Gain in An-

According to word sent out from 
Washington the revised census shows 
the new total for Andover’s population 
to be 8230 as against 7488 as was first 
announced, 

Andover like many other towns and 
cities felt dissatisfied with the first re- 
turns and the opinion that the eriumer- 
ation had not been thorough was con- 
firmed by an investigation made by 
Town Clerk George A. Higgins. 

G. Roderick Cannon was appointed to 
make a second canvass of what were 
thought to be neglected districts with 
the result that 742 persons were found 
who had been skipped in the first enum- 
eration. The revised figures show a 
net gain over 1910 of 961. or nearly 
twelve per cent.

OBITUARIES 


MARY BRADFORD DWIGHT 


Miss Mary Bradford Dwight, who 
died in Philadelphia on October 26th, 
was one of the few surviving members 
of the Andover Seminary circle of the 
past generation. 

Miss Dwight was the sister-in-law of 
Professor Egbert C. Smyth, and came to 
live with Professor Smyth and_ her 
sister, Mrs. Elizabeth B. D. Smyth not 
long after the former took the chair of 
church history ‘in the Seminary in 1863. 
She lived in Andover until 1917. She 
and her sister were the daughters of 
Rev. William T. Dwight, D.D., who 
was-the pastor of the Third Congrega- 
tional church of Portland, Me., and 
was a strong and eloquent preacher. 
Dr. Dwight was a son of Timothy 
Dwight, the first president of Yale bear- 
ing that name and one of the most emi- 


nent college presidents of his day. Mrs. 
Smyth and her sister were cousins of 
the second President Timothy Dwight. 

Miss Dwight’s friends would probably 
agree in attributing to her much of the 
untellectual vigor, depth of religious 
conviction and force of will characteris- 
tic of the family. She had an intense 
interest in the work and the fortunes of 
the Seminary, an interest to which the 
close relation existing between its 
teachers and its students gave excellent 
opportunity for expressing itself. To 
none of the houses on the hill didstu- 
dents more gladly resort than to Pro- 
fessor Smyth’s and perhaps in no other 
did they find a family quite so devoted 
to theology and the study of theology. 
When the turn of events caused the An- 
dover theology to take on a controver- 
sial character, Miss Dwight’s sympathy 
with its defenders assumed an ardor 
which reminded one of New England 
controversy of earlier days. 

Her devotion to what she held to be 
the cause of truth was fully shown in her 
assiduous service to the Andover Review. 

After the death of both Professor 
Smyth and her sister in 1904, Miss 
Dwight lived in a retirement made neces- 
sary by invalidism, but her spirit 
was by no means shut in upon itself. 
She read widely and maintained a keen 
interest in publie affairs, and events of 
local interest. She kept her connection 
with the November club of. which she 
was a charter member. - She eagerly fol- 
lowed the lives. of her friends, especially 
these of them whom she had known as 
children. : Ss 

She bore loneliness and invalidism 
with the utmost fortitude and reéeived 
the attentions of her friends: with 
touching gratitude.. It was so to the‘ 
end. Those who were with her through 
the last painful six weeks of her life 
say that her patience and thoughtfull 
ness for others triumphed over suffering:

Guy Hamilton Scull, brother of Mrs. 
Bartlett H. Hayes of this town, died in 
New York last Friday after a short ill- 
ness, aged forty-four years. 

He was born in Boston, son of Mr. and 


Mrs. Gideon Scull cf Commonwealth 
avenue. Preparing for. college at Hale 
school, he entered Harvard with the 


class of ’98, where he was prominent 
right through to the hour when the war 
message came and he made his abrupt 


retiatwe from books te-erms, velunteering. 


for Roosevelt’s Rough Riders. In col- 
lege he rowed on his class crews and 
made several clubs, but showed a special 
proficiency in writing. Pencil and pad 
were his tools; journalism his trade; 
the whole wide world was his shop. 

Anxious to reach Cuba and help end 
the war, he landed in Tampa, where 
the fever nearly caused his death. 

Passing over a period of lesser ex- 
periences, Scull next appeared on the 
stage with the British soldiers who were 
trying to drive the stubborn Boers off 
the veldt in South Africa. At this: time 
he acted as correspondent for the Bos- 
ton Globe. In 1905 he was correspon- 
dent in Manchuria. 

1908 the Harvard ‘Argonauts’ 
launched their expeditions in search of 
sunken treasure on the Spanish Main. 
On the schooner yacht “Mayflower”, the 
former defender of the America Cup,

Sugar Secrets 


Sugar is one of the most talked of 
subjects of the present day, vecause it 
varies in price per pound — and rather 
remarkably too — from twelve and a 
half cents to $80, $120 — yes, even $375, 
—for the most “delicate and rude,” 
the refinement being explained later in 
this article. While we always think of 
this commodity as a product of sugar- 
cane or beet tubers, it may come from 
palms, from maize, broom corn, Egyp- 
tian rice corn (these are sorghums), from 
bamboo, the maples, or be formed syn- 
thetically out of linen and other sub- 
stances. 

One peculiar feature about sugar is 
the grit or silica so prevalent in maple 
sugar and found to some extent in the 
best refined white variety — due to 
conversion of silicates from the rich 
dark soils in which the plant grows. 
For years this element has stood in the 
way of paper making, as there are tons 
of refuse sugar-cane in the south and of 
bamboo-shoots_ in - Oriental countries, 
which it has been fondly hoped would 
replace pulp-wood; but experiment has 
shown that these ‘‘rocky specks’ ap- 
pear in the finished stock to such an ex- 
tent that the pen is obstructed, and 
type-faces broken down in printing. Be- 
ware then, of any prospectus which 
seeks to interest you to invest cash in 
paper-mills using the sugar-cane fibres: 
undoubtedly it would be a fine proposi- 
tion except for the silicates. 

Molasses, the mother-liquor of the 
sugar when first taken from the cane 
and heated, has been the cause of many 
slight domestic tragedigs, and sometimes 
of a great explosion. In the trade, one 
hears of “first, second, and third mo- 
lasses"? — two are quite rich in yield of 
brown sugar; third molasses is harsh 
and crude and comes very near to being 
rum. 

Aside from food and water, the strong- 
est and most primitive craving of man- 
kind is for sweets. Why? It is simply 
explained: acid, tart, salt, smooth and 
bland, starch-like, gummy; pungent or 
aromatic foods affect one slight region 
of the mouth, throat or palate; but sugar 
gives a high degree of pleasure, first to 
the lips and tip of tongue, to saliva 
glands, which are stimulated; to roof of 
mouth, palate, throat, and even slightly 
o the gullet. This explains why sweet 
desserts are so agreeable after more or 
less flavoriess meat and potato. It may 
shed light on why some full-grown 
people are fond of ‘lollies 3 ard things 
like the papaw and persimmon, known 
children’s fruit.”

T the crackling of a twig in the 

still depths of the Adirondack 
mountains Roosevelt turned to see a 
guide coming out of the woods with 
the unexpected news that McKinley’s 
condition was worse. Although he 
hastened to Buffalo, the president had 
died 13 hours before the vice president 
arrived. 

At the outset of Roosevelt’s ad- 
ministration a fearful citizen begged 
the rough rider not to permit his fight- 
ing spirit to plunge the country into an 
international war. “What!” the pres- 
ident exclaimed. “A war, and I eooped 
up here in the White House? Never!” 


Many forgot the first half of the 
old motto that Roosevelt made his own. 
“Speak softly and carry a big stick.” 
No man ever had a simpler faith in 
the efficacy of first “talking it over,” 
man fashion, with an adversary, 
whether a senator or an ambassador. 

The meddlesome German kaiser was 
the earliest to feel the “big stick” to 
see if it was only stuffed with straw. 
Germany and a Tory government of 
England were on the point of seizing 
territory as a security for some claims

against Venezuelan citizens, when 
Roosevelt succeeded in dissuading Eng- 
land from such a step, but he failed 
to induce Germany to arbitrate the 
matter. Thereupon he told the Ger- 
man ambassador that unless the Berlin 
government consented to arbitration 
in ten days, he would send Admiral 
Dewey to stop the Germans from land- 
ing in Venezuela. The ambassador 
protesting that the kaiser could not 
back down now, Roosevelt replied that 
he was not az ing with.him but was 
simply telling him what would happen. 

After waiting a week without an 
answer from Berlin, he told the am- 
bassador that he was going to cut the 
limit to nine days and that unless 
Germany agreed in 48 hours to arbi- 
trate, Dewey would sail In 36 hours 
the ambassador came back with a 
message announcing that Germany con- 
sented, 

In. good time, Roosevelt employed 
the influence of his unique position 
before the world to bring to an end 
the Russo-Japanese war. Shrewdly 
choosing the right moment to step in, 
he appealed to the two belligerents 
with a common sense and a simple 
directness that a friend would use in 
bringing together two quarreling neigh- 
bors. Afterward he steered the peace 
conference at Portsmouth against its 
will steadily toward a peace of recon- 
ciliation,.an impatient Russian declar- 
ing that his “steel wrist” hammered 
out a treaty that neither of the powers 
wanted at that time and that “the ter- 
rible American president—Il Strenuoso

into a room and starving them into 
submission.” 

Instead of starting a war, the “big 
stick” stopped the only great war that 
broke out in the period of its sway. 

While the Roosevelts were its ten- 
ants, the White House was an ex- 
ample and the center of the simple 
family life of America . . . “nota 
second-rate palace,” the president said, 
“but the home of a_ self-respecting 
American citizen.” A few months af- 
ter graduating at Harvard, Roosevelt 
married Miss Alice Hathaway Lee of 
Boston, whom he had met in his col- 
lege days. This bride of his youth 
passed from life as her daughter— 
Mrs. Alice Roosevelt Longworth—en- 
tered it. 

Nearly three years afterward he 
sailed from New York, directly follow- 
ing an unsuccessful campaign for 
mayor to marry a friend and neighbor 
of his childhood, Miss Edith Kermit 
Carow, who was sojourning in Europe.

Order Lime in Advance 


Farmers probably will not be able to 
secure lime to meet their agricultural 
needs if they wait about ordering it until 
they are ready to apply it. Under old 
conditions, companies supplying agri- 
cultural lime recognized spring and late 
summer as the two periods of demand 
and farmers have ordinarily ordered 
their lime at the time they wished to 
apply it, in order to save time and work 
by including hauling from the railroad 
station and applying to the land in one 
operation. Under present conditions, 
says the United States Department of 
Agriculture, Ifme manufacturers are no 
|longer able to adjust their business to 
this practice. Owing to shortage of 
labor in their own plants and transpor- 
tation difficulties, last-minute deliveries 
can no longer be made with certainty. 

For these reasons the Department of 
Agriculture urges that spring needs be 
anticipated and that orders for lime be 
| placed at once... Dealers and manufac- 
| turers should have advance information 
jas to farmers’ needs so that orders can 
be combined and car space used to the 
best advantage. Delay in ordering may 
result in failure to obtain the lime until 
too late. 

It is, moreover, the desire of the Rail- 
road Administration that the season for 
delivery of lime, which has heretofore 


j been from March to May, be extended | 


}to include the period from January to 
| May, in order to relieve, as far as pos- 
| sible, the existing car shortage.

THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 
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The Boston Globe of Oct. 26th printed 
following interesting record of the 
exceptional weather which we have 
enjoyed during October. 

**Not a frost has been recorded by the 
Weather Bureau in Boston ¢his month 
and the first twenty-five days of the 
month have been balmy and sunshiny. | 
On only two days, the 12th and 23d, did 
the thermometer fail to reach 60 degrees. 

“On an average, the daily tempere- | 
ture has been about seven degrees above | 
normal and already an excess of 183 de- 
gress over normal has been piled up. 
The first week of the month was the | 
coolest, leading many people to waste | 
coal by starting fires which caused dis- | 
comfort, as the weather warmed up for 
the weeks following.

Promising Markets Indicated for 
Growers of Wine Grapes 

Grapes from the wine sections of Cali- 
fornia are likely to find a number of out- 
lets never thought of While the making 
and selling of wine was’ permitted in the 
United States. Several such outlets were 
indifated by experiences during the 
vintage of 1919, according to specialists 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture who recently visited the 
wine-grape regions. The problem how- 
ever, is still a big one. Not only are uses 
and markets to be found for the product 
of 175,000 acres of wine vineyards but 
for the considerable portions of table and 
raisin varieties that formerly were made 
into brandy. The leading variety of 
raisin grape, the Alexandria, usually has 
a heavy second crop, which matures too | 
late for drying, and this was formerly 
used in brandy making. Of the leading | 
shipping grape, the Flame Tokay, only | 
the best clusters are usually shipped for | 
tble purposes, and the inferior clusters 
were converted into brandy. Now, 
vitker-markets +ntist be Louad. for. the. 
culls of raisin and table grape§. 

During the past season there was a 
very heavy demand at high prices for 
apything that could be called grapes. | 
Only a few growers, therefore, attempted | 
experiments in finding new uses, and 
these few experiments were incomplete, 
but they indicate probably satisfactory 
results when they are more fully tried. 

At least 4,000 cars of fresh wine grapes 
were shipped into the Eastern States and 
m:de into so-called nonalcoholic wines 
and grape sirup. A large gallonage of 
un"ermented juices was made, a large | 
per cent being pasteurized and put up | 


in 50-gallon barrels. Much of this has 
already been shipped east. 


Considerable work was done in sun 
drying and dehydrating wine grapes, and 
the product “found a ready market at 
prices much higher than those paid for 
raisins, Sd 

Important grape varieties that have 
been imported and tested by the United 
States Department of Agriculture have 
payed the way for some new features of 
the grape industry. Among them are a 
number of varieties of shipping and stor- 
age grapes that are considered superior 
in every way to the varieties heretofore 
grown in this country. Some of them 
ripen at the.same time as varieties now 
grown, some earlier, and some later, thus 
offering the opportunity for greatly ex- 
tending the grape marketing and con- 
suming season. In addition, a much 
larger demand for table grapes can be 
created than has existed up to this time 
because the new varieties have superior 
eating qualities. One of these is annually 
imported from Europe in considerable 
quantities in late winter and sold at 
high prices. It thrives so well in Cali- 
fornia that it could be sold at prices con- 
siderably under those of the imported 
product and still net the grower a good 
profit. 


The work of the Department of Agri- 
culture has shown, also, how to fruit the 
Ohanez, the best keeping variety of all 
storage grapes. This should make it 
possible, with California-grown Ohanez 
packed in redwood sawdust, to supplant 
large importations of Ohanez and other 


Almerian grapes packed in cork dust. 

The Department of Agricultur: has 
also demonstrated that currant ; rapes 
can be grown in this country by gr ifting 
on resistant stocks and girdling the vines 
while they are in bloom.’ From 4,000 to 
8,500 acres of these grapes would be 
needed to produce the 34,060,000 
pounds of dried currants imported an- 
nually during the decade previous to the 
war. In some districts where raisin 
varieties are so late in ripening that they 
can not be dried, the currant varieties 
ripen early enough to be dried and put 
away before the first rains come. In 
districts where the raisin varieties suc- 
ceed, currants, it appears probable, can 
be grown as an advance crop and cured 
and stored by the time the raisin grapes 
are ripe, thus furnishing a longer and 
more profitable period of employment 
for the labor that must be kept in raisin 
vineyards. 

In the distinct dry wine districts 
where many of the vineyards are on 
phylloxera-resistant stocks, regrafting 
can be done with other varieties, if the 
vines are not grafted too near or below 
the ground. Where there are vineyard 
plantings of resistant stock they can be 
grafted to such varieties as are found 
most desirable.
